Inn 1946-47 we face the task of raising the laat amount ever asked of our 
people for an emergency appeal. To assist pastors and congregations, the following 


synodical committee was appointed: Pastors Ihlenfeld, Overdier, Streich and Wetzler, 


conference directors: Pastors Dion, F. H. Hansen, H. E. Peterson, McCreary, Piehl. 
Puls, Rees and Simmons, group directors. After a thorough study of methods that 
might be used for gathering the offerings, it was decided ta ask each congregation 
to conduct an every member visitation to secure pledges for monthly offerings dur- 
ing the two year period. A convenient carton to hold twenty-four LWA envelopes 
was designed and produced for free distribution in all congregations. The synodical 
committee made an effort to contact every pastor personally to explain its plan of 
organization for the congregation and to offer every reasonable service in an attempt 
to gather the largest possible offering for Lutheran world needs today. ; 

Lutheran World Action rallies were held in all parts of the 1 during Febru- 
ary and March, 1946, under the direction of the Rev. H. Conrad Hoyer of Chicago. 
Three members of our Synod, Drs. Gerberding, Moll, and P. H. Roth, were among 
the speakers chosen from all National Lutheran Council bodies to present the cause 
at the 450 rallies held from coast to coast. 

LWA visual aids are being offered in the form of two 16 mm. sound motion 
pictures and three 35 mm. film strips. Every congregation is urged to schedule these 
films during this year and next to keep interest in Lutheran World Action alive and 
productive. 

The editors of the Synodical Bulletin and the Stewardship Letter for councilmen 
are helping to keep the appeal before our people through monthly items in their 
publications. The National Lutheran Council will furnish pamphlets for general 
distribution several times in each of the next two years. 

It seems that everyone connected with this vast appeal, from national leaders to 
congregational committees, is ready and willing to do his part. May that spirit con- 
tinue until every member of our Synod has responded liberally and sacrificially to 
this imperative call of God. 


Every Visitation 


A series of: seven letters promoting a Synod-wide return to the use of an actual visi- 
tation was sent to pastors, church secretaries and EMV chairmen during the fall of 
1945. Addresses were delivered at canvassers meetings in fourteen congregations dur- 
ing October and November. 

Early in 1946 an attempt was made to get a report of the methods used to gather 
5 and the amounts subscribed in our congregation. The following results were

of Ministerial Pensions and Relief 


A ‘letter from the Board of Pensions and Relief, dated March 1, 1946, el 
that ten congregations with their pastors of our Synod have become members of the 
contributory pension plan since e report of a year ago. The total in the ULCA on 
the date above is 831 certificates of membership in the contributory pension plan and 
106 memberships in the lay pension plan. Indications are that this plan is rapidly be- 
coming a permanent institution in our Church. A marked, rise in benevolence giving 
is also reflected in the benefits the Board is able to give. A paragraph from a letter from 
Mr. Harry Hodges will suffice to show this. It may be of interest to you to know 
that of the excess apportionment of the United Lutheran Church, this Board received 
. $71,000. I had sent out a questionnaire and learned that we had 418 pensioners 
who had absolutely no income save that granted under the Non-contributory plan. 
Among those was distributed in various amounts, $46,000 of the above mentioned 
871.000. The remaining $25, 000 is to be credited to-the accumulations of the older 


men in the contributory plan in order to build up their accumulations and subsequent- _ 
ly their pensions.

(1) ‘That our Synod has the honor of having two bf its members, our President, 


the Rev. Richard H. Gerberding, D.D., and Mr. John W. Jouno, serving on the 7 
Board of ial Missions of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


(2) It is generally believed that the greatest need in our Synod is proper provi- 


sion for the care of our old people. The Lutheran Charities Council of Wisconsin is 
now surveying this need in the state of Wisconsin as a result of our resolution num 


ber one of last year (1945 minutes, page 33). 
(3) It is expected that a home for the aged will shortly be opened in Appleton, 


Wisconsin, under the leadership of the Rev. Clemens H. Zeidler, pastor of Trinity 


Lutheran Church. Pastor Zeidler's lans for an old people's home were approved by 


the Lutheran Charities Council of Wisconsin. | 
(4) There is still no receiving home for unmarried mouieas conducted by the 


National Lutheran Council members in the state of Wisconsin. Such a home is con- 


sidered ideally necessary, since there were 165 unmarried mothers who used the ser- 


vice of the Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin during 1945.

The last annual report (June 1945) of. the statistical weet shows 93 congre- 
gations having missionary societies, and a total of 3043 active and 184 associate 


members. Membership has increased gradually, but we know that not all congregations - . 


in our Synod have such an organization for its women. We know, too, that the ma jor- 


- ity of the women in our Synod do not belong to the Missionary Society. We feel it 


is a privilege to be a member of the missionary organization and to have even a very 


mall part in that program of the extension of Christ's Kingdom! We want everyone

to have this same privilege, and because we realize the vastness of the missionary task 
which confronts the Christian world today and the need of more workers for the cause, 
we, as the Women's Missionary Society of the Synod of the Northwest recommended 
at our last convention: That we strive to increase our active membership by 25 per cent 


by June 30th, 1947! She know that the fields are already white unto e 


need more laborers! 

Our statistics, too, tell us chat more women * our societies have seconded mission 
study classes, and Week of Prayer meetings. Informed about conditions and physical 
and spiritual needs of all classes of people, members of the missionary society are 
becoming more interested in the larger program of world evangelization and are tak- 
ing an even greater part in it. 

Patron and Protege work is continuing to grow. This particular phase of our mis- 
sionary society work is not limited to missionary societies. There are several in- 
- dividuals, Sunday Schools, and other groups who are doing this sort of work through 
our Women’s Missionary Society, What better way to serve than to support a worker 
in a mission field by sending in a stipulated amount annually. 


We would very much like to give you the correct figures for the receipts and dine. 
bursements for the year just past, but inasmuch as our fiscal year closes June 30th, we 

are unable to give you all of this information. We can say, however, that the funds are 
‘ continually increasing. At the convention held in the Fall of 1945, our Treasurer re.
